Ray of hope 
in press fight 


Who's been stung 
by harbor freeze? 


The Victoria Press labor dispute, which has halted 
publication of the Daily Colonist and Victoria Times for 4tfe 
months, will go before an independent industrial inquiry 
commission, Labor Minister Bill King has announced. 

The minister told a press conference Thursday that both 
parties have agreed to submit their dispute to the one-man 
commission, but King added that commissioner’s recom¬ 
mendations would not be binding on either side. 

The commissioner’s report. King said, is expected within 15 
days and will then be submitted to management and unions for 
approval. 

King said acceptance of the recommendations will rest with 
the company and the genera) membership of the five unions 
involved — The Newspaper Guild, Mailers’ Union, Stereotypers’ 
Union, International Typographical Union and Pressmen’s 
Union. 

King said previous experience with industrial inquiry 
commissions would justify optimism that the Victoria Press 
dispute — over matters of job security — may be ended soon. 

“This way of handling labor disputes is becoming more and 
more acceptable,” King said. 

“I can’t anticipate what rewards the commission will hand 
down and whether they will be accepted, but the results of other 
commissions have proven very acceptable to both sides,” the 
minister said. 

He stressed that it wasn’t his department’s or the govern¬ 
ment’s policy to enforce binding arbitration unless both parties 
agree beforehand that a commission’s findings shall be binding.

Biting critique of hospital plan 


A sweeping plan for 
reorganizing and developing 
acute-care hospitals in the 
Capital district has drawn 
biting criticism from 
spokesmen for hospitals and 
doctors. 


The doctors will counter 
with their own report on 
regional hospital needs, which 
should be completed within 
two months at the latest. 

The plan, submitted this 
week by an advisory com¬ 


mittee after a 13-month study 
and generally approved by the 
regional hospital board, in¬ 
cludes a call for: 

—A single board to replace 
the individual boards which 
now direct operations at 


Finlayson trial ends 


Two weeks after they were 
erected, the experimental 
traffic deflectors on Finlayson 
Street will be removed 
Tuesday. 

The decision to call off the 
trial ban on through traffic 
between Cook and Quadra 
came at the city council 
meeting this week, a few 
hours after area residents 
delivered a 340-name protest 
petition to City Hall. 

Aid. Sam Bawlf, chairman 
of the transportation and land- 
use planning committee, told 
council it was obvious that “a 
lot of feeling" had been 
aroused against the ob¬ 
struction of through traffic, 
and residents’ views should be 
heeded. 

But Bawlf said the petition 
organizers appeared to be 
urging council to implement 
an earlier city plan to make 
Finlayson a cross-tow'n traffic 
route, without fully realizing 
the implications of such a 
step. 


Hesajd he feared that would 
“impose a second Hillside on a 
fine neighborhood.” 

In ordering the experiment 
ended, council endorsed an 
earlier decision to widen 
Finlayson by two feet on 
either side, to provide two 
traffic lanes and one parking 
lane. Curbs and gutters will be 


installed and utility poles 
removed from the southern 
side of the street. 

This step is seen as a 
compromise between full 
widening and the present 
narrowness of the 26-foot-wide 
pavement, which has been 
blamed for causing several 
minor accidents.

proposed new board. “My 
main concern is what happens 
to the present autonomy of 
hospitals?

Liberal tastebuds test 


Liberal MLA Pat McGeer is 
sticking by his charge that 
B.C. wines are “lousy” and he 
is willing to put his taste buds 
to the test. 

McGeer, MLA for Van- 
couver-Point Grey, has ac¬ 
cepted the challenge of B.C. 
Wine Growers Association 
president Brian Roberts to 
distinguish between B.C. and 
foreign wines. 

The test will take place 


during the week of April 23 at 
an unspecified place. Mem¬ 
bers of the Liquor Board, the 
attorney-general, wine 
growers and members of the 
public will be invited to at¬ 
tend. 

Andy Stephen, president of 
the B.C. legislative press 
gallery, will act as referee in 
the test. 

“The wines will be picked 
from the shelves of govern¬ 


ment liquor stores," said 
McGeer "Standard B.C. 
wines will be placed in glasses 
alongside imported wines that 
could be selling for an 
equivalent price.” 

The wine battle stems from 
a statement made by McGeer 
in the legislature March 15. 

McGeer said “B.C. wine is 
lousy wine,” and government 
regulations which protect B.C. 


wines discourage them from 
improving. 

“The Liquor Control Board 
of B.C. gives the citizens of 
this province only a choice 
between terrible wines at 
modest prices or acceptable 
wines at inflated prices.” 

Roberts said McGeers 
statements are "misin¬ 
formed. irresponsible and 
unpatriotic.”

A mania for tidiness invariably grips me when there’s a 
change of season. I am a relentless basement-cleaner-outer in 
the springtime, a dedicated leaves-raker-and-burner in the 
fall. 

Come early April or late September I always buy 49-cent 
ledgers and enter all my debts in them in paiastaking. im¬ 
peccable figures. It makes me feel that I am well organized. 

But for years now this illusion of orderliness has never been 
quite complete for the simple reason that, carried away by the 
zeal for a place for everything and everything in its place, I am 
emboldened to tackle The Bottom Drawer 

It is a very small drawer. Wait just a moment and I’ll ac¬ 
tually measure it so that we may consider the whole thing 
scientifically. Yes, it’s just two feet square and a mere eight 
inches in depth. 

But this is the Grand Canyon of drawers. It is a combination 
of midden, tomb, archives, filing cabinet, tool chest, junk yard, 
sewing basket, catch-all and Pandora's box. 


What is it you require? A dog collar? 145 feet of twine? A 
button from a First World War infantry uniform? A copy of 
Chums Annual for 1923? A barrel stave? Ski wear? Carburettor 
for a Hudson Terraplane 9 Saddle soap? Missing parts for a 
Spitfire model airplane kit? A lid-lifter for a Climax stove? 

You name it. We’ve got it. In The Bottom Drawer. 

Each year, as I have been doing this very morning, I 
bravely face the impossible challenge. I take the drawer out. I 
stagger with it to a cleared space, usually the middle of the 
living room and empty the entire contents for sorting. 

Let’s see, now, what have we here? 

Well, here’s a punch for home handicraft leatherwork; a 
cow' bell originally acquired for the purpose of calling children 
to dinner ; an assortment of casters, no two alike; forceps, three 
bobbins for worm-fishing; a half tin of dried surfacing putty , 12 
dead flashlight batteries and an empty flashlight; a rubber tire 
from a child’s toy car; a tin of grease; 53 paper clips; an empty 
bottle marked “Mahogany Stain”, a broken electric light 


switch; two women’s gloves, one brown, one originally white, 
both for the left hand. 

Now. Here is a cupboard door handle, a ball of silver paper; 
a leather sheath for a hunting knife, without knife; a half tube of 
household cement; an uncoiled, used typwriter ribbon; six torn 
rubber gloves; the handle of a brass fire poker; five oyster 
shells; a key to Room Nine of The Seaside Motel, Oregon; the 
magnet from an automatic can opener, a link from a boom 
chain; an empty holder of Scotch tape; the top from a baby’s 
feeding bottle. 

Pressing on, we come upon the blade of a bread knife; a 
manual for the operation of a one-and-a-half horsepower Viking 
outboard motor; a carpenter’s rule; the top of a Waterman 
fountain pen; assorted pieces of a jig-saw' puzzle; a tea strainer; 
a ledger with a neat list of the debts of some forgotten April; a 
tooth-brush; salad fork; souvenir pennant from Juarez, 
Mexico; an imitation ebony cigarette holder. 

But there, as it does year after year, my inventory comes to 
an end. A terrible depression settles over me, a feeling of utter 


helplessness. Very methodically I begin to pile it all back in the 
draw'er, rationalizing as I go. 

Why keep the sheath for the hunting knife? Because, of 
course, if you threw it away you’d find the knife the very next 
day. The flashlight batteries? Well, some of them might just 
possibly have a spark of life left in them. The two left-handed 
gloves? Well, she must have put them in here for some reason. 
The wheel from the toy car? Discard that and I guarantee that 
within 10 minutes you’d hear a piping voice enquiring, 
“Whatever happened to that wheel from my toy car that I put 
away so carefully in The Bottom Drawer?” 

So It goes, item after item, as the rat’s nest takes shape once 
more. 

The manual for the outboard motor? Could be very valuable 
if we just happened to buy an outboard motor. The top of a 
baby’s feeding bottle? Wh^ tempt fate? 

So the draw er is put away again, more cluttered than ever, 
and I hurry to my new ledger and my comforting, tidy column of 
debts. At least I know where they came from.

Highland District 
Association has formed its 
first advisory planning 
committee in an attempt to 
shape its own future instead of 
becoming a ‘‘satellite city.”

One of the greatest horrors which any socialist government 
poses for even its most loyal supporters is the apparent 
inevitability of an ever-growing bureaucracy. 

The latest example of Premier Barrett’s bulging ad¬ 
ministrative bureaucracy is the creation of the rentalsman’s 
office proposed in the government’s new Landlord and Tenant 
Act that was introduced in the legislature this week. 

Designed to protect renters from excessive rents levied on 
them by irresponsible landlords, the new bill has all the 
makings of yet another layer of government red tape. 

One-of the rentalsman’s main responsibilities will be to 
approve or, reject applications by landlords for permission to 
increase their rents by more than the percentage the govern¬ 
ment will allow — eight per cent a year at present. 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald promised the legislation 
will create ‘‘a fast, inexpensive and fair machinery” to deal 
with rental problems in B.C. 

Really, Mr. Macdonald, that would be the first time any 
government office is fast and inexpensive — fair as it might be. 

The biggest problem with the rentalsman, though, is that his 
powers will only act as an Aspirin that kills the pain temporarily 
without curing the illness. 


No matter how many deputies the rentalsman hires to keep 
landlords from soaking tenants, he won’t produce one single 
additional apartment unit. 

What he might accomplish is the discouragement of 
apartment construction. 

If the premier is concerned about high rents, and no doubt 
he is, he should introduce incentives that would result in a crash 
program of apartment construction. 

The old law of supply and demand still works and it has 
become painfully obvious that the supply of apartment units is 
very limited, automatically resulting in higher rents. 

In the early '60s when apartment-building reached its boom 
in Canada, prospective tenants were lured into leases with such 
offers as free rent for three or four months. In Toronto and 
Winnipeg, owners of large new apartments even offered free 
Volkswagens in return for three-year leases and free domestic 
cars if tenants entered into five-year leases. 

■ That happened because the supply outstripped the demand. 
With some help from the government it could happen again. 

How about'special incentives for developers who undertake 
to keep their rents within certain limits for a specified period of 
time? 

How about the elimination of the five-per-cent sales tax on 
building materials without waiting for a similar move by the 
federal government? 

Why shouldn't the provincial government, for instance, 
invest in the apartment-construction business? They’re taking 
part in all sorts of other business enterprises. 

Well-intentioned as it might be, the rentalsman’s legislation 
isn’t the answer to high rents.

The children, all from 
military families, required 
instruction in French which 
Sooke board refused to 
provide. As a result, the DND 
opened its own school on the 
armed forces base, with in¬ 
struction totally in French. 

Sooke board chairman Alan 
Littler said the talks are still 
in the preliminary stages. He 
said he still feels the school 
board shouldn't be expected to 
provide special classes for the 
Francophone children. 

The DND has offered to help 
pay for the special classes. 

Greater Victoria school 
board hasn't been involved in 
the talks, but some Victoria 
trustees are eager to have the 
French-Canadian students in 
their school district. 

Trustee Lavinia Greenwood 
suggested at a committee 
meeting this week “that we 
now approach some of the 
families on an informal basis 
and start talking.” 

The children might be 
helpful to the district’s French 
immersion program, 
Greenwood said, which at¬ 
tempts to make Anglophone 
children fully bilingual by 
about Grade 6.

: Other trustees cautioned 

against getting involved while 
i the current talks on the 
matter are going on, but 
trustees agreed that if the 
parents approached the board 
it would be glad to talk with 
them.

2000 . 

The report came as a sur¬ 
prise, Dear said, and council 
has not been given a chance to 
study it. 


Under the current growth 
rate on the peninsula the 
population projection to 2000 is 
55,500 — 24,000 in Central 
Saanich, 16,500 in North 
Saanich, and 15,000 in Sidney. 

The population now is: 
Central Saanich — 7,000; 
North Saanich — 4,000; and 
Sidney — 5,000. 

The report suggests two 
alternatives — concept A and 
B. Concept A would limit 
population to 35,000 — Central 
Saanich, 14,700; North 
Saanich, 9,200; and Sidney, 
11 , 000 . 


The second concept would 
limit growth to 21,000 — 
Central Saanich, 8,300; North 
Saanich, 4,300; and Sidney, 
8 , 000 . 

"It was done in a very 
secretive and underhanded 
manner," Dear said. “We had 
a letter from Jim Campbell 
(regional board chairman) 
last year, telling us we would 
be kept fully informed about 
this study. Then they go ahead 
and present us with the final 
report.”

Aldermen put curb

Arson suspected 
in cinema fire 


Arson is suspected in a $5,000 blaze at the Counting House 
Cinema on Broad early Thursday morning. 

The fire, which broke out shortly after 12:30 a.m., destroyed 
the screen and threw the 125-seat Cinema 2 out of commission 
for at least a week, according to Jack Armstrong of Odeon 
Theatres, which manages the two auditoriums at the movie 
house. 

Fire department spokesmen say a light was hooked up to an 
extension cord behind the screen and then taped to the floor of 
the theatre, making it impossible to detect. Heat generated by 
the light set fire to flooring and then flared onto the screen. 

It is the second mysterious blaze within six months to hit the 
building which also houses the Medieval Inn and a couple of 
boutiques. 

“It could very easily have been planned by a patron, but it is 
hard to know exactly what happened,” a fire department 
spokesman said shortly after the fire. 


Peter Pollen told council, "if 
we try to impose financial 
discipline, we’re told the 
service will suffer.” 

Pollen said the board’s 
budget had doubled in the past 
five years, and consistent 
requests by the city for the 
board to exert greater control 
over expenditures had 
produced “virtually no 
positive response what¬ 
soever.” 

Aid. Alf Hood suggested the 
city express its feeling that 
the board’s one-day closure 
warning is “‘a lot of damn 
nonsense.” 

“If they can’t effect ex¬ 
penditure cuts to permit 
normal service to the public 
without closing doors I think 
there is something wrong 
internally,” Hood added. 

Aid. Sam Bawlf said he was 
puzzled why the Central 
Library alone should have to 
suffer from budget restric¬ 
tions, as the board had "quite 
pointedly” stated. He asked 
the city’s representative on 
the board, Aid. Clyde Savage, 
for an explanation, but Savage 
said he was not sufficiently 
familiar with the complex 
library system to reply. 

Victoria had earlier asked 
the library board to reduce its 
budget increase this year 
from 18 to 12 per cent, and the 
matter was discussed by 


representatives of the two 
groups Tuesday. 

In a letter submitted to 
Thursday’s council meeting, 
board vice-chairman G. R. 
Hutcheson said if the budget 
was held to an increase of less 
than 13.5 per cent ($151,600), 
the board’s only options would 
be to reduce the book budget 
further or “drastically” 
reduce service. 

But a cut in book purchasing 
would be “folly,” he said, as 
the library’s present financial 
requirements are partly due 
to inadequate purchases of 
library materials in the past. 
Therefore closing the Central 
Library one day each week 
would be necessary. 

"The board realizes that 
under the intermunicipal 
agreement it is not required to 
accept the city’s objection,” 
Hutcheson said. 

"But if it does not accept it, 
the agreement could collapse 
Dec. 31, 1974. The library 
board does not want such a 
dissolution to occur, even 
though the agreement is an 
awkward method of operating 
the library.” 

Urging Victoria to permit a 
13.5 per cent increase, he 
noted the difference in cost to 
the city would be only $5,765. 

Savage moved to accept 
that request, but was sup¬ 
ported only by Aid. Tom 
Christie.

without any discussion with 
the councils on Saanich 
Peninsula.

The three peninsula 
councils were supposed to be 
consulted during preparation 
of the report but the board 
“ignored” copies of Sidney’s 
community plan 
“repeatedly,” Dear said.

Allegations that the board 
did not allow Sidney to offer 
suggestions to the planning 
committee are “utter non¬ 
sense,” he said. 

Campbell said he wrote to 
all municipalities in the-* 
regional district last May 
asking for suggestions on the 
draft regional plan. Oak Bay 
responded, he said, but "in no 
way, shape or form did Sidney 
council make any 
suggestions.”

Accusations of raiding have 
been brought against the 
Hospital Employees Union 
after it applied to the Labor 
Relations Board for cer¬ 
tification to represent workers 
at Mount Tolmie extended 
care hospital 

Another application is in the 
works for Glengarry private 
hospital. 

Workers in both hospitals 
are represented by Local 1311, 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees. 

That CUPE local represents 
five private hospitals — 
Sandringham, Glenwarren 
and Simon Fraser at Prince 
George are the other three. 
There are about 130 members 
in the local, some 50 of them at 
Mount Tolmie and Glengarry. 

In Victoria, the CUPE 
membership has formed a 
special committee to fight the 
HEU “raid” which is being 
carried out, says spokesman 
Jim Walker, in a way he 
described as “treacherous 
and disgraceful.” 

Walker said HEU is 
promising the hospital 
workers higher pay scales 


under its union, although 
under labor legislation a 
newly certified union suc¬ 
ceeds to the contract of the old 
union.

OTTAWA — A better 
system of recording users of 
illegal drugs in Canada is the 
explanation of RCMP officials 
for a marked increase in 
reported drug use in 1973. 

The newly-published figures 
reveal 23,251 new Users of 
cannabis and hashish were 
recorded in 1973, almost 
double the 1972 figure. 

New illicit narcotic drug 
users totalled 2,266, just about 
the same as reported in 1972. 
About 90 per cent in this 
category were heroin users 
and 35 per cent of them were 
between 20 and 24 years of 
age. 

Use of hallucinogens — 
mostly LSD, MDA and 
mescaline — increased from 
about 2,400 in 1972 to about 
3,000 in 1973. 

The report said British 
Columbia has more than 60 
per cent of known narcotics 
users, followed by Ontario 
with about 18 per cent, Alberta 
with nine per cent and Quebec 
with seven per cent. 

An RCMP spokesman, Insp. 
Gordon Tomalty, said the 
large increase in reported 
cannabis and hallucinogen 
users could be due to more 
active police work. However, 
he said narcotics use may well 
be increasing.

Refiners deny profiteering 


NEW YORK - A firm 
denial that he tried to tamper 
with a government in¬ 
vestigation of financier 
Robert Vesco was made this 
week by former U.S. attorney 
general John Mitchell. 

Mitchell’s testimony con¬ 
flicted directly with that of 
several prosecution wit¬ 
nesses, including John Dean, 
former White House counsel; 
G. Bradford Cook, a former 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission chairman; and 
Harry Sears, a former New 
Jersey state senator. 

Mitchell said the biggest 
mistake he ever made was 
“getting involved in politics.” 


VANCOUVER - Oil 
refiners here have 
unanimously denied charges 
they deliberately changed 
their product mixes to take 
advantage of a tax loophole 
and profit from last winter’s 
fuel crisis in the U.S. 

The chairman of the B.C. 
Energy Commision, Dr. 


Andrew Thompson, charged 
that Vancouver refiners were 
exporting gasoline to the U.S. 
while ignoring shortages of 
bunker oil in B.C. 

Testifying before the 
National Energy Board 
(NEB), Dr. Thompson said 
companies took advantage of 


the fact that federal crude oil 
export taxes do not apply to 
refined products. 

The refiners, it was alleged, 
obtained monthly export 
permits from the NEB by 
offering surpluses of gasoline 
to domestic customers. When 
these did not find ready 
buyers, they were eligible for

JERUSALEM - Israeli 
Premier Golda Meir has quit 
— again. 

This time she says her 
decision is “irrevocable.” 

Meir, 75, handed her letter 
of resignation to President 
Ephraim Katzir, who is 
permitted to ask another 
member of parliament to try 
to form a new government. 
Otherwise, an election must 
be called. 

‘I have reached the end of 
the road,” she said. “I can go 
on no longer.” 

Meir said her quitting had 
nothing to do with the con¬ 
troversy over Moshe Dayan, 
who has been blamed for 
Israel being caught un¬ 
prepared for the October, 
1973, war. She said in 
resigning that she realized she 
was unable to maintain unity 
in her Labor party. 

Meir, who has been in public 
life for about 50 years, has 
often said she dreamed of 
living in seclusion in a Negev 
Desert collective settlement. 
Now she expects to turn that 
dream into reality. 

The Russian-born grand¬ 
mother, who once taught 
school in Milwaukee, has had 
two recent serious bouts of 
illness and continuing rifts 
with her colleagues in the 
Labor Party. 

Meir was virtually retired in 
1969 when she was summoned 
to head the party after the 
death of Prime Minister Levi 
Eshkol She led the party to 
victory in the national elec¬ 
tions the following October. 

Political observers say 
Israel will be left in a state of 
turmoil by her resignation. 
There is widespread 
speculation inside and outside 
the country as to what affect 
her resignation will have on 
the crucial negotiations being 
conducted by U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger to 
end the fighting with Syria. 

But there was little sign of a 
Mideast settlement this week

as the Arabs launched their 
most devastating terror at¬ 
tack within Israel in two 
years. Three terrorists 
crossed the Lebanese border 
at dawn as Israeli defence 
troops were reduced because 
of the Passover holiday. 

Reports indicated the 
terrorists’ intention was to 
hold school children hostage 
in exchange for jailed Arab 
terrorists. But because of the 
holidays, the school was 
closed. 

The terrorists then began to 
open fire on people in the 
neighborhood, Israeli armed 
forces reported, then moved 
toward an apartment 
building, spraying it with 
gunfire and killing several 
women and children who were 
trying to reach the safety of 
bomb shelters. 


The Arabs entered the 
building, one Israeli soldier 
said, and methodically kicked 
in the door to each apartment, 
shooting at any occupants 
found inside. 

When Israeli units were 
finally mustered, they were 
beaten off in a first attempt to 
regain the apartment 
building. The terrorists then 
holed up on a top-floor 
apartment and began firing 
out of the windows. 

Israeli paratroopers landed 
on the roof, and, combining 
with soldiers working their 
way up from the ground floor, 
trapped the terrorists. When 
they were found, all three of 
the killers were dead. 

Funeral services for the 
victims of the attack were 
held Friday.

CANBERRA — New 
general elections have been 
announced by Australian 
Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam. The new vote call, 
on a date to be announced 
later, was made because the 
governing Labor Party was 
unable to get important 
legislation through 
parliament. The Labor Party 
came to power in December, 
1972, after 21 years in op¬ 
position. 

Transit crisis 

TOKYO — The worst 
transportation crisis in 
Japan’s peacetime history 
develojped at mid-week after 
millions of workers walked off 
the job to protest soaring 
prices. 

The strike halted almost all 
freight and passenger trains 
and domestic airline flights, 
disrupted telephone, 
telegraph and postal services 
and shut down many in¬ 
dustrial plants. 

Tarsands deal 

TOKYO — Two Japanese 
companies have announced 
they will take part in 
development of the Alberta oil 
sands. The companies 
revealed they have signed an 
agreement to develop the 
sands jointly with the 
Canadian Industrial Gas and 
Oil Company. The Japanese 
will invest $1 million in test 
drilling and when their total 
investment reaches $13 
million, they will obtain a 50 
per cent working interest in 
the oil sands. 

Blast kills one 

MONTREAL—An explosion 
destroyed a northend Mon¬ 
treal house Thursday, killing 
one person and sending two 
others to hospital. The blast 
wiped out the four-unit 
building, leaving nothing but a 
hole in the ground and scat¬ 
tering debris several hundred 
feet. Area residents reported 
a strong smell of gas. 


Barry Sleigh, western 
marketing regional manager 
for Shell Canada Ltd., said 
that because of a threatened 
shortage of heating, diesel and 
jet fuel oil last fall, his com¬ 
pany increased total 
production at its refinery by 
about 10 per cent. 

“The result was that we had 
enough home heating, diesel 
and jet fuel to supply the B.C. 
market and, in doing so, we 
produced more gasoline and 
more heavy fuel oil. 

“The extra gasoline was 
surplus to the B.C. market and 
it posed a problem. When it 
threatened to overflow our 
capacity, we had a choice to 
make — either slow down on 
heating oil or find an outlet for 
the small surplus. 

“The exports that the B.C. 
Energy Commission men¬ 
tioned amounted to two per 
cent of production since last 
October and were mostly 
gasoline. We applied for ex¬ 
port permits each month in 
the first quarter of this year 
for a specific amount which 
allowed us to maintain 
production of home heating 
oil. Now, in April, we are 
swinging over to produce 
more gasoline for summer 
auto traffic. It’s a traditional 
cycle.” 


Officials of other oil com¬ 
panies said the same thing. 

“We maximized heating oil 
which resulted in more 
gasoline and we had a sur¬ 
plus,” said W. P. Anderson, 
secretary of Standard Oil of 
B.C. “There was no evasion at 
all. The government decides 
the export and the price.”

VANCOUVER — Space, 
budget, staff and equipment 
at schools of forestry in 
Canadian universities have 
been described as inadequate 
by Dean Joseph Gardner of 
the University of B.C. 

Speaking to the annual 
meeting of the Canadian 
Forestry Association, Gard¬ 
ner said the federal govern¬ 
ment was contributing to the 


situation by cutting back on its 
token aid. 

Gardner said his own school 
had outgrown the amount of 
space allotted by UBC and 
rising enrolment plus staff 
shortage were causing ad¬ 
ditional stresses. 

‘It is amazing that in this 
forest nation all our university 
forestry schools have the

same problems,” Gardner 
said. 

He noted that an annual 
grant of $40,000 to each school 
initiated in 1967 by the federal 
government has since been 
phased out, replaced by a 
system of grants to specific 
research projects. 

Gardner said the net result 
was a reduction in the grants. 

He said enrolment at UBC’s 
forestry school has doubled 
since the curriculum was 


expanded to include such 
subjects as watershed and 
wildlife management, forest 
ecology, computer science 
and environmental 
management. 

Dealing with staff 
problems, Gardner said: 
“Surely we should not con¬ 
tinue indefinitely to import 
expertise in forest science to 
staff our government 
research organizations and to 
teach in our universities.”

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Canadian league applauds Lalonde 


Canadian Football League 
officials generally support the 
legislation banning American 
professional leagues in 
Canada and the dissent, as 
expected, came from the 
“other side of the fence.” 

Health and Welfare 
Minister Marc Lalonde in¬ 
troduced his bill into the 
House of Commons this week. 

Lalonde feels the 
legislation, if passed, will 
protect the Canadian league. 


Football, he added, is “an 
element in Canadian unity.” 

Lalonde emphasized five 
points as the highlight of his 
proposal. They were: 

—Flatly banning foreign 
football leagues from 
operating in Canada and 
Canadian teams from 
operating in the U.S. 

—Allowing exhibition 
games with foreign leagues. 

—Applying only to football 
and no other sport. 


—Setting a Canadian team 
import limit of 15 players this 
year or 45 per cent of the 
players on the roster, 
whichever is less. (This is in 
keeping with the present CFL 
rules which allow 15 imports 
and a 32-man roster.) 

—For succeeding years, the 
import limit will be 15 players 
and 40 per cent of all players 
on the roster, a measure 
aimed at increasing both the 
number and the percentage of 


Canadians in Canadian pro 
football. 

—Permitting the use of 
supreme courts to stop 
violations of the legislation. 

The bill defines an import as 
“a person who is not a 
Canadian citizen and who has, 
before his 18th birthday, 
recejved training in football 
by having participated as a 
player in a football game 
outside of Canada.” 

Lalonde says the bill’s 
definition of an import is less 


restrictive than the present 
CFL definition. 

Lalonde expects the 
Commons to give his bill 
“pretty high priority” and 
feels early debate can be 
expected, possibly after the 
Easter recess. 

Lalonde also talked op¬ 
timistically of CFL expansion 
into London, Ont., and, 
possibly, into the Halifax- 
Dartmouth area in Nova 
Scotia. 


CFL executives reacted 
favorably to his proposals. 

The official CFL release 
said: “We believe the federal 
government is to be com¬ 
mended for its courage in 
proposing legislation which it 
believes serves the best in¬ 
terests of all Canadians.” 

B.C. Lions president Wes 
Muncie said: ‘‘It doesn’t 
change anything right now. 
The import limit will take 
away some quality of the 
game.” 


Ottawa Rough Rider owner 
David Loeb declared: “I’m 
personally pleased.” 

Ken Preston, manager of 
Saskatchewan Roughriders, 
said: “As much as we hate to 
see government legislation in 
football, it’s the only way.” 

The dissenting comments 
came from officials of the 
Toronto Northmen, Canada’s 
only proposed entry in the 
World Football League. 


Herb Solway, chairman of 
the Northmen’s board: “It has 
to be approved yet. We’re not 
going to defy tne will of 
Parliament but that has yet to 
be expressed.” 

Northmen’s coach Leo 
Cahill feels the legislation is 
“very disillusioning.” 

John F. Bassett, Nor¬ 
thmen’s principal owner, was 
vacationing in Nassau and 
was not available for com¬ 
ment.

The Roadrunner got loose in 
Montreal Thursday night, and 
Canadiens raced away with 
him to square their Stanley 
Cup semi-final with New York 
Rangers. 

Yvan Cournoyer, 30-year- 
old rightwinger who set 
records a year ago with 15 
Stanley Cup goals and 25 
points, scored three suc¬ 
cessive goals to carry 
Canadiens to a 4-1 victory. 

Rangers won the opener, 4- 
1, Wednesday night. 

It was the second genuine 
hat-trick of the night. The 
other came in Philadelphia, 
where Rick MacLeish scored 
three times in the second 
period to break the game open 
as the Flyers tromped Atlanta 
Flames, 5-1. 

Elsewhere Thursday, 
completely in line with pre¬ 
playoff guessing, Chicago 
Black Hawks conquered Los 
Angeles Kings, 4-1, in 
Chicago, and Boston Bruins 
outlasted Toronto Maple 
Leafs, 6-3, in Boston. 

With time out for travelling, 
the action won’t start again 
until tonight.

Czechs upset Soviets 


HELSINKI — Czechoslovakia scored a 
major upset Wednesday in the world hockey 
championships. 

Thfe Czechs downed defending-champion 
Russia, 7-2, handing the Soviets their first loss 
. in four games in the Group “A” championship. 
The win gave the Czechs a 4-0 record in the six- 
team, round-robin competition. 

A crowd of 10.000 saw the Czechs, world 
champions in 1972. jump into a 3-0 lead in the 
opening period on goals by Vaclav 
Nedomansky, Oldrich Machac and Vladimir 


Martinec and increase the margin to 0-0 in the 
second period on tallies by Ivan Hlinka, 
Bohuslav Stastny and Martinec. 

Boris Mihailov and Vladimir Petrov broke 
the Russian scoring drought and Hlinka 
completed scoring for Czechs’ in the final 
period. 

The five-goal margin equals two Canadian 
wins (5-0 in 1955 and 6-1 in 1961) over the Soviet 
Union. 

In a Thursday Group “A” game. East 
Germany downed Poland. 5-3. 


Bobby Orr created a con¬ 
siderable stir four years ago 
when he became the first 
defenceman to win the Ross 
Trophy, but even more 
amazing is that he hasn’t led 
the National Hockey League 
in scoring more than once. 

It’s been downright 
frustrating. Orr has set an 
NHL record by scoring more 
than 100 points for five suc¬ 
cessive seasons. He has 
averaged 120 points in that 
stretch, and he hasn’t really 
come close to a second Ross 
Trophy. 

Orr had 120 points for his 
trophy win. The next season 
brought 139 points — and a 13- 
point defeat by teammate Phil 
Esposito. A year later, Orr’s 
117 points were 16 too few, and 
last spring his 101 points was 
not only 29 too few but left Orr 
behind Bobby Clarke as well 
as Esposito. 

This season, Orr stepped up 
production to 32 goals and 90 
assists, but his 122 points 
missed by 23 points as 
Esposito skated off with a 
fourth straight league scoring 
title. 

But while Esposito and Orr 
continued to be consistent 
producers this season, there 
were some outstanding 
failures and successes in other 
individual performances. 

The good news first. The 
biggest gain was made by Bill 
Goldsworthy 29-year-old 
Team Canada rightwinger 
who was one of the few 
Minnesota North Stars to have 
a good season. Goldsworthy 
reached a personal high by 
scoring 48 goals, 21 more than 
he managed last season. 

It was a great season for 
rightwingers. Right behind 
Goldsworthy was 28-year-old 
Jean Pronovost of Pittsburgh 
Penguins, who improved by 19 
goals as he increased his 
output from 21 to 40. And on a 
percentage basis, no one could 
touch 36-year-old Bob Nevin, 
who was considered to be 
through after producing only 
five goals for Minnesota last 
season. But playing for for¬ 
mer-teammate Bob Pulford, 
Nevin has been a big factor in 
the climb of Lo6 Angeles 
Kings, scoring 20 goals and 
again excelling as a two-way 
performer. 

Ted Irvine, rugged, hard- 
checking leftwinger with New 
York Rangers, boosted his 
goal production by 18 — from 
eight to 26 in another dramatic 
rise. 

Nor did it end there. Fifteen- 
goal improvements were 


effected by Pete Mahovlich, 
from 21 to 26; Brad Park, 
from 10 to 25; by Rick Martin, 
from 37 to 52. 

Among the younger players, 
Jacques Richard of New York 
Islanders, who followed a 13- 
goal rookie season with 27 
scoring shots, and Pierre 
Plante of St. Louis Blues, who 
jumped from 12 to 26, im¬ 
proved by 14 goals. 

Boston-veteran Ken Hodge, 
who helped set another league 
record by becoming one of 
four players who managed 50 
goals this season, had a 13- 
goal boost over last season. 
And among a large group of 
others who improved last 
season’s total by more than 10 
goals is Henri Richard,

already received the blessing 
and funding commitment of 
the provincial agency known 
as the Capital Improvement 
District Commission 

Construction of a sea wall on 
the site involves taking ad¬ 
vantage of low tides which 
occur on only about five days 
each month. City engineer 
Jim Garnett was all set to 
proceed with this project, to 
ensure readiness for public 
use this summer, but now the 
work is delayed until formally 
approved by the provincial 
cabinet.

As part and parcel of the 
Reid project this cost would 
have been absorbed by the 
developer in actual con¬ 
struction. But if that scheme 
is killed, as everyone now 
expects, will the government 
oblige with the necessary 
cash? 

Perhaps anticipating just 
such doubts and questions, 
Premier Barrett appeared to 
be promising almost 
unlimited sums of provincial 
cash when he waxed lyrical on 
the Inner Harbor’s 
significance at this week's 
Causeway opening.

chairman at Victoria General, 
said his impression is the 
regional hospital board has 
made a political decision 
based on expediency. 

Over recent years the 
regional board has failed to 
solve the question of how 
district hospitals should ex¬ 
pand, he said, and now it seeks 
a new board of its own choice, 
hoping it will generate an 
answer. 

“What happens to existing 
hospital boards is not too 
important save that they will 
be replaced by a superboard, 
so far removed from the daily 
operations of the hospitals 
that such a board would be as 
ill-informed as the mem¬ 
bership of the current regional 
board appears to be.” 

David Lawson, chairman of 
the board at Royal Jubilee, 
said he wanted more time to 
"digest” the plan before 
commenting. 

But B.C. Tory leader Scott 
Wallace, a physician, said a 
single hospital board would 
“virtually wipe out hospital 
societies.” 

The proposal was at com¬ 
plete odds with the Foulkes 
report, which recommended 
more participation in hospital 
matters by the public, he said. 

“Creating a superboard 
won’t solve the hospital 
problem in Greater Victoria. 
It just creates another layer of 
bureaucracy.” 

The advisory committee 
recommended the new board 
have 15 members, including 
four regional directors, and 
that the regional board ap¬ 
point seven of the 15. Cocke 
would appoint two and the 
remaining two would be the 
chief and vice-chief of a 
combined medical staff. 

Wallace said inclusion of 
four regional directors is a 
“rather incestuous 
suggestion” and power to 
appoint seven more would 
leave the regional board with 
powers it shouldn’t have. 

“You cn gather from all 
that, that I’m not exactly in 
favor of the recom¬ 
mendations.” 

Ireland was the most out¬ 
spoken critic of the regional 
hospital board and its plan.

« University of Victoria will 
extend its education programs 
* in two penitentiaries to a 12- 
months a year operation, 
officials have announced. 

Funded by the Canadian 
Penitentiary Service, the 
educational program allows 
inmates and some staff at the 
B.C. Penitentiary and the 
Matsqui Institution to take 
first and second-year 
university courses as well as 
upgrade their high school 
standing. 

The study day for student 
inmates is a tight eight-hour 
day locked in the prison 
library under guard. 

All students in the program 
are doing well, according to 
program spokesman G. B. 

Friedmann, a UVic professor. 

Developed initially by T. A. 

Parlett, of the Canadian 
Penitentiary Service, the 
program between May and 
September last year educated 
about 140 inmates and 40 staff. 

They attended half-day 
sessions or evening sessions to 
upgrade basic education. 

Some 129 of the 140 passed 
examinations. 

Later in the year 60 
penitentiary inmates and 45 at 
Matsqui enrolled in first and 
second year university 
courses including English, 
history, sociology and 
psychology. 

The program has been a 
conscious attempt to develop 
in the students a more mature 
set of values through study 
and discussion, said Fried¬ 
mann. 

“There’s no reason in the 
world that these people 
shouldn’t have the same 
opportunity as others,’’ said 
Friedmann. 

At the B.C. Penitentiary, he 
explains, the students are 
taken to the library instead of 
working in other operations. 

“and there’s no break for 
them all day. It’s work, work, 
work.” 

Only “good” prisoners are 
given the opportunity to take 
« part 4 a the, program, “a select 
r few,’* he said. 

Students are chosen by the 
penitentiary service and most 
at first are interested in 
upgrading their high school 
standard. 

The program may be ex¬ 
tended, Friedmann said, to 
allow some inmates to 
- transfer to the minimum 

* security prison at William 
Head so as to continue their 
education at UVic through a 

; day-pass arrangement. 

*. About 10 students from 
William Head now attend 
classes on campus, returning 

* to the prison daily. 

* And none of them, says 
Friedmann, are 
distinguishable in any way 

‘ from the rest of the students, 
either by student iden¬ 
tification card or course 
transcripts. 


Love of God, man 
'not separable'

Foot-washinq ceremony 

Adventists carry out rite 


There is a tendency for 
Christians to separate the two 
great commandments — to 
love God and to love one’s 
neighbor — according to 
Archbishop E. W. Scott, 
Primate of the Anglican 
Church of Canada. 

“The two cannot be 
separated,” the archbishop 
told an ecumenical public 
meeting Wednesday night in 
Metropolitan United Church. 
“God loves our neighbor 
equally with us.” 

Scott recently returned 
from Africa and attended a 
Third World Supper in 
Nanaimo the previous day. 

“We are part of the 20 per 
cent of the world who consume 
more than 75 per cent of the 
world’s resources,” he said 
Wednesday night. 

“We should be responsible 
to God in relation to the 
knowledge we come to have. 
We cannot develop our 
policies on the basis that all 
that matters is us.” 

We should ask ourselves, 
individually, what kinds of 
persons we are becoming, 
“because we are not static.” 

“Are we becoming more 
like Jesus Christ, reflecting 
love, concern, insights?” he 
asked. 

“What kind of a world are 
you and I helping to bring into 
existence — a world of 


brotherhood, mutual concern 
for all men or are we building 
a little wall for our own 
people?” 

Scott said our choices and 
decisions determine the sort 
of people we will become. This 
goes for our government, he 
explained, and we have a right 
to urge the government to act 
in cerain ways. We are 
responsible for the part our 
country will play in the world 
that is coming into existence. 

“Do we have faith, com¬ 
mitment, courage, strength to 
bear witness to what we 
learned through Jesus 
Christ?” he asked.

When Christ washed his 
disciples’ feet before the Last 
Supper in the Upper Room on 
Maundy Thursday he said to 
them: “If I, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your 
feet, you also ought to wash 
one another’s feet.” 

This ceremony is com¬ 
memorated by the Seventh- 
day Adventists four times a 
year. In Victoria, members of 
the church held the service a 
few days ago as part of its 
Easter celebrations. 

Men and women carried out 


the rite in separate rooms. 
When the ceremony was 
completed, worshippers 
returned to the sanctuary for 
the celebration of the Lord’s

When Christ washed the 
disciples' feet he told them 
that a servant is not greater 
than his master, nor a 
messenger than the one who 
sent him.

Much ado for nought 
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The first part of the B.C. 
legislature’s 1974 spring 
session is closed and the 
results aren’t encouraging. 

It’s a voluminous chapter 
without much substance. A lot 
was said but little ac¬ 
complished. 

Controversial bills 'were 
introduced and debated at 
length, but none was passed. 

A major reason for the lack 
of results must be that the 
current session is the first full- 
scale confrontation between 
the fledgling socialist 
government and the beaten 
forces of free enterprise. 

One of the great surprises of 
the session was that neither 
the government nor the op¬ 
position was effective. 
Government control of the 
session collapsed early on but 
the opposition also failed 
miserably in its job. 

The result was chaos on 
both sides of the house and 
there’s no indication that 
matters will improve after the 
Easter recess. 

The session started off in 
routine fashion with the 
throne speech. The next step 
proved disastrous and set the 
tone for the remainder of the 
session. % 

When the opposition failed 
to provide the next speaker 
early in the throne speech 
debate, Premier Barrett 


closed the debate, cutting 
short a normally long-winded 
discussion. 

When the house sat again 
the following week the op¬ 
position, instead of getting 
down to serious business, got 
hold of an issue which was of 
little real importance, but 
provided an unlimited supply 
of political ammunition; the 
premier’s alleged in¬ 
terference with the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board. 

Although the Liberals 
succeeded in stalling the 
legislature’s approval of the

premier’s and the agricultural 
minister’s spending estimates 
for up to two weeks each, they 
didn’t score any significant 
political points beyond an¬ 
noying the government. 

The Socreds, not to be 
outdone by the Liberals, 
wanted to prove that they are 
the official opposition and 
therefore they, too, jumped on 
the filibuster bandwagon, 
stubbornly refusing to ap¬ 
prove any government 
measure. 

It was this often pointless 
acrimony that entangled both 


the government and op¬ 
position parties with the result 
that both lost credibility. 

The government has so far 
emerged from this session as 
one that has no control over 
house procedures, that can be 
backed into a corner by a 
dogged opposition and that 
can’t decide how to get out of 
it. 

The opposition, on the other 
hand, has not been effective in 
exposing any weaknesses in 
government moves. Instead of 
attacking the government on 
the merits of legislation, the

Rent controlling 
mere 'band-aid' 


Tory Leader Scott Wallace 
urged the government this 
week to introduce “wartime 
measures” to solve the 
housing crisis in B.C. 

Slapping a ceiling on annual 
rent increases, Wallace said, 
is at best a band-aid approach 
and isn’t a solution to the 
problem. 

His comments came during 
the legislature’s debate on a 
bill that would limit annual 
rent increases by landlords to 
eight per cent. 

The bill received second 
’ reading, but tojled to get final 
' approval by the house. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald asked the 
legislature for unanimous 
support of the bill, necessary 
to give legislation second and 
third reading in one day, but 
the opposition voted against 
the bill. 


This means that final 
reading won’t come until after 
the two-week Easter recess, 
but Macdonald pointed out 
that the bill is retroactive. 
Regardless of when it will be 
passed, the eight-per-cent 
ceiling on rent increases will 
apply from Jan. 1 and land¬ 
lords who have since in¬ 
creased rents above that 
ceiling will have to roll them 
back. 

Wallace told the house the 
provincial government would 
have to spend at’ least $500 
million to end the acute 
shortage of apartment units 
that creates high rents. 

He also accused the 
government of having been at 
least partly responsible for 
excessive rent increases 
earlier this year because of 
statements by ministers that 
rent controls would be in¬ 
troduced by the government.

trying to mislead the house” 
when he denied he made a 
statement to Prince Rupert 
Mayor Peter Lester. 

Curtis had prefaced a 
question to Consumer Affairs 
Minister Phyllis Young with a 
statement that Lea had in¬ 
dicated Young was “about to 
undertake, or about to launch, 
a study into a cost of living 
differential between the north 
coast and the northern part of 
the province.” 

Lea jumped to his feet and 
denied he had said that. 

Curtis said he had a letter 
Lea sent to Mayor Lester 
which proved Lea had made 
the statement and he tabled 
the letter in the house. 

The Tory MLA made no 
charges in the house but said 
outside he would bring the 
matter up again. 

Lea’s letter to Lester said; 
“The Minister of Consumer 
Affairs, Phyllis Young, has 


also agreed to do, as you 
suggest, an in-depth study of 
the cost of living differential 
between the north and the 
lower mainland.” 

Lea said he was objecting to 
the suggestion by Curtis thac 
he said the study was to be 
conducted “imminently” 
when, in fact, the letter to 
Lester explained that the 
study could not be initiated 
immediately. 

Both Lea and Young said 
studies on price comparisons 
between the north and the 
Lower Mainland have already 
been done, and the need is for 
an in-depth study on the 
reasons behind the dif¬ 
ferential. 

Curtis said he “sensed” 
some kind of friction between 
Lea and Young and suggested 
that Lea denied he had made 
the statement because Young 
reprimanded him for 
obligating her to a study she 
did not wish to make. 


Pipeline span 
condition

The provincial government 
has submitted reports to 
Westcoast Transmission Ltd. 
alleging that its pipeline under 
the Rosedale-Agassiz Bridge 
may be unsafe. 

Fraser MacLean, deputy 
minister of transport and 
communications, said his 
department contacted 
Westcoast after receiving 
statements from a man who 
said the welds on the pipe 
hanging were unsafe. 

The issue came up in the 
legislature when Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace asked 
Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan if he had any in¬ 
formation about the 
possibility of the pipeline 
being unsafe. 

Strachan said he had never 
been given documented 


evidence of unsafe conditions 
and the pipeline is actually 
under federal jurisdiction. 

Outside the house, Liberal 
leader David Anderson 
produced two radiographic 
inspection reports, prepared 
by independent Vancouver 
firms, which showed two of 
four welds tested as being 
unsafe. 

Anderson said a pipeline 
engineer, James Sutherland, 
has been petitioning the 
government and opposition 
members to take action on the 
pipeline and it was Sutherland 
who commissioned the two 
inspections. 

Sutherland has urged the 
bridge be closed for further 
investigation because if a 
break occurred in the pipeline 
it could cause a tremendous 
explosion down the line. 


COURT TAKEOVER 
STING REMOVED 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
Jim Lorimer has promised no 
municipality will suffer 
because of the provincial 
government’s takeover of the 
courts. 

Municipalities which will 
suffer a loss because of the 
takeover will be compensated, 
he said, but the formula for 
compensation has not been 
worked out. 

The minister was replying 
to statements by Union of B.C. 
Municipalities president Ross 
Marks that about 30 
municipalities expect to lose 
money because they will no 
longer be able to collect fines. 


Most local governments will 
save money because their 
court costs were higher than 
their fine revenues but Marks 
said the total loss to other 
municipalities may be as high 
as $1 million. 

Lorimer said it will be 
difficult to work out losses 
because of the varying 
amounts of fines levelled each 
year and because court costs 
are increasing rapidly. 

The' compensation system 
will probably not be worked 
out until the end of the year, 
he said, but he assured the 
municipalities “they’ll all be 
happy.”

Socreds, confined themselves 
to barking at the socialist 
hordes. 

Opposition Leader Bill 
Bennett has given the im¬ 
pression of a weak politician 
who hasn’t been able to rally 
his Socred MLAs for a con¬ 
certed attack on the govern¬ 
ment. 

Bennett hasn’t even taken 
any effective part in debates. 
His speeches were weak and 
lacked any real conviction. 

Opposition members claim 
that the main reason for the 
long session is the govern¬ 
ment’s involvement in free 
enterprise. Never before, they 
say, has a provincial govern¬ 
ment had such a profound 
influence on monetary 
matters. Never before has a 
government had at its 
disposal such vast public 
funds. 

This argument would be 
convicing if the opposition’s 
performance in the house 
were guided by it, but far from 
it, Liberals, Conservatives 
and Social Crediters con¬ 
centrate on passing political 
issues rather than important 
things. 

Both sides have two weeks 
to assess their performances 
and, hopefully, we’ll see a 
change in the second part of 
the session. 

Ideally, the government will 
provide better leadership and 
the other side will respond 
with effective and responsible 
opposition. 


Free

proposed 

Hearing aids should be 
provided at no cost to the 
individual, according to the 
report of the Committee on the 
Communicatively Impaired in 
B.C. 

The report, tabled in the 
legislature this week, said 
hearing aids “should be 
selected, fitted, evaluated and 
serviced by those individuals 
licensed to deal with com¬ 
munication disorders who are 
properly trained, housed and 
supervised.” 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke said a task force, 
chaired by Dr. John Gilbert of 
the University of B.C., has 
been established to recom¬ 
mend ways of implementing 
the report. 

Besides provision of hearing 
aids, the task force will look 
into standards of service for 
the communicatively im¬ 
paired, regionalization of 
services, methods for in¬ 
creasing the number of 
trained personnel and 
developing educational 
programs.

The B.C. government plans 
to take a 10 per cent or $50,100 
share in a fruit and vegetable 
processing plant in Creston. 

Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich and Swan Valley 
Foods Ltd. president William 
Piper announced completion 
this week of the $4.5 million 
financing of the company 
which is involved in the “agri¬ 
business.” 

Financing was completed 
through a Canada Permanent 
Trust loan of $2.5 million 
which' the province agreed to 
guarantee along with pur¬ 
chasing 10 per cent of the 
common shares. 

Swan Valley, which was 
incorporated in 1970, has its 
head office in Creston and is 
now farming 4,850 acres with 
a processing plant under 
construction. 

The company will even¬ 
tually process and distribute 
the fruit and vegetables it 
grows using a new concept of 
preserving foods. 

It utilizes laminated film 
pouches which are subjected 
to high temperatures and 
pressure to preserve the 
products inside. 

The processing plant will be 
completed late this year and 
will employ 104 people. It will 
process food produced on 
other farms as well as Swan 
Valley fruit and vegetables.

An eight-year-old Cowichan boy died in Victoria General 
Hospital Wednesday after a collision between the minibike the 
boy was riding and a car driven by his father. 

Trent Casey Weber, of Weber Road in Cowichan Station, 
died of head injuries after the accident the day before at the 
corner of Hillbank and Koksilah Roads. 

Weber had been riding the bike with Albert Brian Cowan. 8, 
of Tall Timber Trailer Court. Cowan suffered head cuts and leg 
injuries and is listed in satisfactory condition at the Cowichan 
District Hospital. 

Duncan RCMP said the boy’s father. Casimir Weber, was 
driving west on Old Koksilah Road.

Gravel truck perils balloon 


The absence of weight 
limitations for commercial 
vehicles using Saanich roads 
is making a Cordova Bay 
truck nusiance hard to cope 
with and leaves residents 
distressed over heavy gravel 
trucks, property damage and 
risk of accident. 

More than 200 petitioners of 
the beach and Lochside areas

Where there 
were overlapping issues he 
sought to have it brought 
under the Capital Regional 
Board. 

However, if he thought the 
regional board was trying to 
encroach in areas he believed 
to be strictly municipal 
business, his quiet dignity 
quickly developed a razor 
edge which often made 
regional politicians take a 
second look before treading 
into his territory. 

Another rare attribute he 
had as a mayor was his ability 
to delegate authority to 
standing committee chair¬ 
men. During committee 
meetings he would guide the 
members through their work 
rather than try and ramrod 
his own ideas down their 
throats. 

Galbraith was one of those 
rare political figures who kept

Saanich windfall 


New provincial aid to 
municipalities for sewer in¬ 
stallations could benefit 
Saanich by up to 3.75 mills out 
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of current charges amounting 
to 6 mills. 

A preliminary look at the 
new legislation indicates 
Saanich residents paying for 
heavy sewerage charges 
could be relieved by the 
Sewerage Facilities 
Assistance Act, introduced in 
the legislature this week. 

It would pay three quarters 
of municipal sewer debt, 
principal and interest, for the 
cost of facilities exceeding 
what can be raised by three 
mills on the property tax roll. 

At present the Municipal 
Treatment Plant Assistance 
Act, which the new bill would 
replace, pays only 75 per cent 
of the interest on treatment 
plant debt beyond a two-mill 
levy.

Prize awards also an¬ 
nounced by Rolston were the 
Reeson Investments Ltd. $50 
to young Neumann; the $25 
B.C. Registered Music 
Teachers’ Association prize to 
Wayne Thompson; the P. J. 
Kitley $50 guitar award to 
Glen Molson and the Ethel 
James book prize to Joyce 
Menting. 

Choral adjudicator Earl 
Terry himself called for a 
special round of applause for 
Tuesday evening’s entire 
program at Victoria High 
School — a program that 
ranged from campfire singing 
to the vigor and 
professionalism of the Arion 
Male Voice Choir. 

Arion, with marks of 93 and 
90 for its two selections, won 
the choir event and the 
Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation award. 

Second place went to The 
Occasional Singers, a small 
group of young friends who 
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sing for the love of singing. 
There choices, two 
challenging songs from 
several hundred years ago, 
were offered without ac¬ 
companiment, without a 
conductor and with no audible 
pitch cue, earned marks of 89 
and 91. 

Terry was particularly 
pleased with two senior 
citizens’ choirs, The Hampton 
Singers and The Songmen, 
and with the Saanich District 
Youth Choir. 

Earlier Tuesday some 
young violinists won warm 
praise from adjudicator 
Thomas Rolston at Oak Bay 
Junior high school. He told

Hospital cask freed 


Regional hospital boards 
will soon be able to spend 
money without asking tax¬ 
payers for approval. 

Legislation introduced in 
the B.C. legislature last week 


will eliminate the 
requirement for referendums 
to give hospital districts the 
authority to spend money for 
capital programs. 

The new legislation is 
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similar to that introduced 
recently, eliminating the 
referendum requirement for 
school districts. 

Under the new bill, hospital 
boards must submit their 
proposed capital construction 
programs to the health 
minister for approval. The 
minister can veto any project, 
or withhold approval until the 
amount to be borrowed is 
reduced or the terms of the 
proposal are altered to his 
satisfaction. 

Hospital boards may appeal 
the minister’s decision to the 
cabinet, but a cabinet decision 
on an appeal is binding. 
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Vancouver Island Building 
Trades Council is happy about 
the provincial government’s 
intervention in the Inner 
Harbor, even though it could 
slow down construction work 
for a while. 

Council secretary John 
Schibli had one criticism of 
the move — it doesn’t go far 
enough. He would like to see 
the provincial government 
take control of all the 
waterfront in the Capital 
Region, from Port Renfrew to 
the Saanich Peninsula. 

Right now, he pointed out, 
there are arguments in 
Esquimau about apartment 
buildings planned for Selkirk 
Waters area. 

“This could be avoided if the 
government took control and

An 11 per cent pay increase 
and agreement on sick leave 
and promotional clauses are 
the features of a settlement 
for Saanich firemen ratified 
this week by the municipal 
council. 

Firemen had asked for the 
same increase and parity with 
Vancouver firemen but settled 
the two-year contract 
negotiations for a fixed dif¬ 
ferential. By the terms of the 
settlement, Saanich firemen 
will not fall more than $33 a 
month behind Vancouver 
firefighters. 

The promotional clause 
previously agreed to but never 
invoked will become effective 
Oct. 1. 

Firemen will have a “sick 
bank” for leave to which each 
man contributes l'* days of 
his sick leave at the start of 
each year. If he requires more 
sick time than he is entitled to, 
then he may draw time from 
the sick bank, at the discretion 
of the union. 

Pay for lieutenants was 
raised $3 a month across the 
board to bring them closer to 
the rates in Victoria and Oak 
Bay, and assistant chiefs will 
go to $1,210 from $1,194 a 
month, for the same reason. 

First class firemen were at 
$950 a month. 

Among lesser clauses 
agreed to was a 45-day limit 
on the initiation of grievances. 

Municipal administrator 
W. H. Tremayne said the 
settlement had produced a 
“fair contract; a good raise 
for firemen and a good deal 
for the municipality.“ 

Alcohol 

blamed 

A coroner’s jury decided 
this week that the pedestrian 
who was killed and the 
motorist who struck him 
March 31 on the 600-block 
Government Street had been 
drinking. 

The jury said Stewart E. 
Hill, 67, of 118 Croft Street, 
died as a result of a fractured 
skull, ribs and pelvis, and 
lacerated liver after being 
struck by a car driven by 
James M. Ulicki, 18, of 
Winnipeg. 

The jury found Ulicki was 
driving with an excess of .08 
per cent alcohol in his blood 
and Hill was impaired to the 
extent of .15 per cent. 


Capital region planning 
director Tony Roberts is 
optimistic that this region can 
preserve its quality of living if 
citizeas insist that “land is not 
squandered.” 

Roberts, who resigns as 
director in two weeks to 
become a consultant for the 
B.C. Land Commission, said 
the area is faced with serious 
land-use problems. 

“Because the region is 
almost an island . . . that is 
almost surrounded by water 
and mountains, the amount of 
land is limited, ’ he said. We 
need to be more careful in the 
way we use it.” 

Our aim should be to ensure 
there is sufficient land for 
housing,” he added, “and at 
the same time to see there is 
sufficient land conserved to 
preserve the natural features 
and beauty of this area.”

Roberts said preservation 
and acquisition of shoreline is 
vital for this area.

Roberts who has served for 
13 years as director of the 
Capital Region Planning 
Board, and later as planning 
director of the Capital 
Regional District, has always 
been aware of the aspirations 
and needs of society. 

His chief concerns are for 
housing and open space for 
people.

On one side of the case of a 
28-year-old Victoria man, 
Judge F. S. Green of Victoria 
provincial court had to con¬ 
sider the man’s three previous 
convictions for possession of 
narcotics and his present 
admission of trafficking in 
heroin. 


On the other side was that 
the man, Murray Smith, had 
spent three months in jail 
while awaiting hearing and 
sentence and was a longtime 
addict who was making a 
sincere effort at 
rehabilitation 

Smith pleaded guilty March 


Spencerhouse 


28 near the end of a lengthy 
trial on a charge resulting 
from the sale of one capsule of 
heroin last July 27 lor $40 to 
Constable William Biden, an 
RCMP undercover agent. 

Green said higher courts 
have ruled deterrence is the 
key factor in sentences for 
drug traffickers but Smith 
was making a “successful” 
drive toward rehabilitation 
and “the courts have an 
obligation not to become 
overbalanced” toward 
deterrence. 


He sentenced Smith to 23 
months in jail followed by a 
one-year term of probation. 

“It w ould be a great tragedy 
if this boy would allow some 
sleazy trafficker to interest 
him in drugs of this type and 
thus ruin his life,” Judge 
William Ostler said of Stewart 
Bruce Scott, 17, of Shawnigan 
Lake. 

Scott pleaded guilty March 
20 to a charge of possession of 
a small amount of cocaine 
March 12 when checked by 
Victoria police in the 500-block 
Johnson. 


Defence lawyer Robert 
Johnston said Scott hitched a 
ride with a man who offered 
him cocaine several times. 
Scott refused at first but 
eventually gave in although 
“he had not made up his mind 
to use it.” Ostler fined Scott 
$250. 

A condition of a one-year 
probationary term set by 
Ostler for Gerry William 
Howard, 17, of Winnipeg, was 
that the youth accept an offer 
from welfare authorities of 
transportation home. 


Howard admitted a charge 
of break-in with intent to steal 
April 4 at a James Bay service 
station. Defence lawyer Nick 
Lang said Howard had 
arrived the day before from 
Winnipeg and “only had 20 
cents in his pocket and hadn’t 
eaten for two days." 

He added Howard didn’t go 
to welfare for help because he 
thought the situation was the 
same as in Winnipeg — no 
welfare for those under 18. 

A preliminary hearing 


began before Ostler of a 
charge against Veronica 
Wilson, 29, of murder, 
punishable by imprisonment 
for life in connection with the 
Feb. 7 stabbing death of Ar¬ 
thur Whittles, 67. A no¬ 
publication order was issued 
by Ostler at the request of 
defence lawyer Brian Smith 
and the hearing was 
remanded to April 22 for 
possible completion. 

Victoria longshoreman Earl 
Vernon Berry was fined $150 
by Ostler after pleading guilty 


to a Customs Act charge of 
possession of a $139.95 chain 
saw on which duty was not 
paid. Court was told Berry 
took the saw from a vessel he 
was helping to load. It was 
English-made but assembled 
in Trail, B.C. and was for 
export only. 

In traffic court, Judge E. F. 
N. Robinson ordered a 14-day 
jail term for Larry David 
Lysne, 23, of 1013 Collinson, 
who pleaded guilty to a charge 
of impaired driving Thursday 
in Victoria.

Spencerhouse at 1951 Cook 
St. is being purchased by the 
provincial government to 
house the Integrated Services 
Project, now operating out of 
Victoria Mental Health 
Centre. 

The purchase from the Sara 
Spencer Foundation, for an 
undisclosed price, has yet to 
receive Treasury Board 
approval but is expected to be 
completed shortly. 

Integrated Services Project 
staff hope to begin moving in 
about three weeks’ time, but 
won’t complete the move for 
several months, said project 
director Dr. Andy Kerr. 

“We don’t want to throw 
anybody out,” he said. 

Current occupants of 
Spencerhouse are the John 
Howard Society, the Victorian 
Order of Nurses and several 
Local Initiatives Project 
workers. 

“We’ve been phasing out for 
two years,” said Mrs. Fred 
Bliss, president of the foun¬ 
dation. The Community Chest, 
Family and Children’s Ser¬ 
vices and other agencies have 
moved out and found other 
offices. 

The foundation was set up in 
1950 to provide a building for 
private agencies. Spen¬ 
cerhouse was built with 
$100,000 donated by Chris 
Spencer, brother of Sara, said 
Mrs. Bliss. 

“The foundation will con¬ 
tinue because we will have 
some money, and the money 
will be used to help the people 
of Greater Victoria,” she said. 

A spokesman for the John 
Howard Society said the 


society hasn’t been informed 
whether it will have to move. 

The new occupants, the 
Integrated Services Project, 
is a one-stop service for 
children with emotional and 
learning problems, started in 
September and jointly 
financed by the health-human 
resources and education 
departments and the three 
local school boards. 

Original date for their move 
into Spencerhouse was April 1, 
but like so many things 
connected with the project, it 
has been delayed. 

“We’ve had a tremendous 
amount of difficulty getting 
the wheels moving at the 
provincial level,” Greater 
Victoria school board director 
of instruction Dr. John Wiens 
told the board’s ad¬ 
ministration committee this 
week. 

“It’s really been quite an 
astonishing experience,” said 
Wiens. “And I thought school 
boards were bureaucratic.” 

Wiens, Kerr and A1 
Mollberg of the human 
resources department make 
up the management team 
which oversees the project. 

Eight months after the 
project started, Kerr has only 
seven fulltime staff members 
and five part-time, out of 25 
professional staff and eight 
clerical staff he expects to 
have eventually. 

The project is divided into 
five teams of workers — one 
for retarded children, one for 
children with behavioural 
disorders, one for children 
with learning disabilities, one 
for pre-school children, and 
one for general assessment of 
children.
